The  juniors  won  their  first  game  against  London 
Banting  52  -  51  but  were  beat  in  the  semi-final  game  against  Strathroy  53  -  27.    The  juniors  got  another 
crack  at  Strathroy  a  few  weeks  later  and  won  59  -  45. 

Now,  entering  league  action  the  juniors  came  through  with  a  perfect  nine  win  zero  loss  record  and  the 
highlight  was  beating  Central  in  their  own  "court"  57  -  40.    This  set  the  Huskies  up  with  first  place  and 
having  to  play  MitcheU  in  the  playoffs  and  defeating  them  58  -  27.     For  the  championship  it  was  North- 
western against  Central  again  and  the  first  game  being  in  Central,  the  juniors  surprised  evsryone  by 
defeating  Central  44  -  35.    The  second  game  being  in  our  home  court  was  a  real  thriller  by  upsetting 
a  Central  "13  point"  lead  giving  Northwestern  it's  first  Huron  Perth  Junior  Basketball  Championship.
